Upon therr Petition to the Lords in Parliament, in relation to 
their Brother G EORE Farl of WARRING TON. 


H E late Earl Hemry dying in London, 2. Jan. 1693. and no Will being there 
found, or any manner of Proviſion made for his two younger Sons, the 
ſaid Earl having often declared or intimated, that he had made a Will, the 
Lady El;zabeth, the only Child of full Age, thinking it her duty, at het 
Fathers Death, to take care of her younger Brothers, immediately, or ſoon 

after deſired her Brother the preſent Earl, to order ſearch to be made for the Will, at 

Dunham Maſſey in Cheſhire, the uſual place of the late Earls Reſidence. 

Within few days after, the preſent Ear! told the ſaid Lady, that one Edmonds his Stew- 
ard had ſearched very diligently, but could find no Will. 

The faid Lady having taken upon her the Guardianſhip of her younger Brothers, and 

being well aſſured that her Father had provided for ?em out of his Eſtate, which was 

Conſiderable, acquainted her Brother the preſent Earl, that ſhe thought her ſelf obliged 

to Exhibit a pill in Chancery againſt Mr. Edmonds, to diſcover the truth of the matter 
upon his Oath ; but the preſexr Ear! having declared that Mr. Edmonds had folemuly at- 
fured him that no Will or Settlement upon the younger Children was to be found, the 

ſaid Lady being unwilling to begin ſuch a Controverſie . without due Proof, left off all 

thought of it, nor had farther communication concerning the Will, ull abour the 44, 
of Nov. 1695, which was near two years after the late Earls Death. 

At which time the preſezt Earl, by Letter informed the faid Lady, that his Servant 
Fimonds did about Three Weeks after his Fathers Death find a Paper, purporting a Will, where- 
in he himſelf is appomnted ſole Executor, and that the ſaid Edmonds had given him a Me- 
morial of it , a Copy of which he then ſent. | 

Within few day after which, the ſaid Laay viſited the Earl, and deſired him to pro- 
duce the Will, which he promiſed to do, upon his arrival at Lozdo», whither he was 
then going. ; ; 

At his coming to Town, being put in mind of his Promiſe, he at firſt defired time 
to conſider, becauſe it was of ſuch Confequence to him, declaring that »o body had reaſor 
to doubt his Juſtice therein, ſince he had beea ſo fair to inform that ſuch a Paper had been 
found, 

f Yet being ſome weeks aftcr preſſed to produce it, hisanſwer was, that /hey who rhonght 
themſelves concerned in it might take their Courſe. 

Upon which the Lady Elzzabeth was adviſed to pray Proceſs out of the Prerogative 
Court of Canterbury , but toon after the Earl was ſerved with a Citation, lie went into 
Cheſhire, and by his Proctor prayed a Commiliton to take his Anſwer there. ' 

At his coming thither , which was abour the beginning of March, the faid Lady went 
to viſit him, and urging the performance of his promiſe, he declared, that he would pro- 
duce it when he came to Age, which would be the 2. of May : In expettation of which 
the Lady reſted till the 1 oth of May, when (ke ſent a near Relation to diſcourſe with him 
about the Will, tro whom his an{wer was, "That he could die with a ſafe Conference, with: 
out producing it ;, and that it was the weakeſt ation of his Fathers Life. 

That Gentleman's Interceſiion not prevailing, a Perſon of Honour was pleaſed to me- 
diate the matter, informing the Earl, that his Siſter would be obliged to rake ſome pub- 
blick Courſe for the diſcovering of the Will. 

Bur ſince that, andall other Applications by a Noble Peer of this Realm, as well as 
by their Grand-father and others, prove ineffectual: And interiour Courts dare not award 
any Proceſs againſt the Farl, tho it 1s conceived, that his Executorſhip is in the Nature 
of a Truſt. _ 

Foraſmuch as the ſaid younger Sons of the /ate Earl, who have tor theſe three years been 
kept by their Relations, are likely to be wholly deſtitute of any Proviſion out of their 
Fathers Eſtate, contrary to his Intent and Will. 

The conſideration ow their Caſe is Humbly Submitted to the Goodneſs and Juſtice of 
the Lords Spiritual and Femporal, in Parhament Affembled, for relief in the Premiſes, 
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
